Stress  Physical  Education. 

Because  of  the  comparatively  recent 
enactment  of  the  “State  Physical  Ed¬ 
ucational  LaAv”  and  the  ultimate  re¬ 
lease  of  sufficient  funds  to  put  the 
Iuav  into  effect,  there  Avill  be  an  un¬ 
usually  great  demand  for  teachers, 
avIio  are  specialists  in  physical  educa¬ 
tion,  or  have  adequate  preparation  in 
this  Avorlc  and  are  capable  of  intelli¬ 
gently  directing  physical  activities. 
Salaries  Avill  depend  more  or  less  on 
the  supply  and  demand  theory.  Those 
avIio  are  foresigh  ted  Avill  do  avcII  to 
prepare  themselves  to  take  part  in 
the  adA-ancement  of  this  Avorlc  because 
they  may  expect  appropriate  increases 
in  their  yearly  income. 

The  physical  educational  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  college  has  tried  to  look 
into  the  future  of  this  Avorlc  and  to 
encourage  all  students  to  ghre  it  ser¬ 
ious  thought.

Since,  according  to  recent  examina¬ 
tions  it  lias  been  found  that  an  ex¬ 
tremely  large  per  cent  of  the  students 
examined  have  at  least  some  physical 
defect,  either  major  or  minor,  in  many 
cases  the  individual  is  not  aware  of  it, 
it  behooves  everyone  to  give  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  physical  examination  first  con¬ 
sideration  upon  entering  college  for 
the  summer.  Adequate  personnel  is 
aArailable  for  all  examinations,  and  the 
same  Avill  diagnose  the  individual 
case,  give  a  prescription  of  exercises 
to  meet  the1  needs  of  that  particular 
student,  Avhilc  other  members  of  the 
staff  Avill  give  directions  for  putting 
into  practice  the  exercises. 

Many  times  one  thinks  he  is  physi¬ 
cally  perfect  or  near  enough  so  at 
least,  but  physical  examination  re¬ 
veals  one  or  more  dofects  of  some  na¬ 
ture,  not  doing  any  apparent  injury. 
If  alloAved  to  continue  these  may  re¬ 
sult  in  something  serious  and  chronic. 
'Realizing  that  “Physical  Improve¬ 
ment  Is  Mental  Improvement,”  no 
ono  can  fail  to  be  prompt  in  taking 
theso  physical  examinations  immedi¬ 
ately  upon  entering  college.  Got 
started  on  the  right  road  to  hoalth, 
happiness  nnd  mental  achievement,  at 
once,
